Quebec Member in Navy Bil 
Debate Declares for Cana- 
dian Independence — Con- 
servatives Condemn Bill 



OTTAWA, March 7.— There was an 
animated discussion in committee of 
the whole on the private bill standing 
in the name of Mr. Rutan, of Prince 
Albert, to Incorporate tho Nelson Riv- 
er Railway company. This is one of 
those "waterpowers" bills which have 
created a lot of talk In the railway 
committee this session, and today Mr. 
Lennox asked that It stand over until 
tho minister of railways was willing 
to announce a definite policy regarding 
waterpowers, to apply to all bills of 
this character. Mr. Lennox argued that 
these were valuable franchises, and 
that it was In the public Interest that 
some definite policy should be enun- 
ciated. 

Hon. Mr. Graham admitted that the 
question was one of importance, but 
it was also one of great difficulty. Ty- 
ing up waterpowers and preventing 
them from being developed was not, 
Mr. Graham's opinion, roncorving nat- 
ural resources. If they were surround- 
ed with safeguards In their develop- 
ment the interests of the public would 
be protected, and this was the aim of 
tho government. In these bills tho 
power of expropriating waterpowers 
was not granted. If waterpowers were 
to bo developed private enterprises 
must not be blocked, and It did . not 
concern the public what company was 
developing them as long as their in- 
terests were protected. 

Mr. Graham pointed out that ir 
a company developed 100,000 horse- 
power and only needed 50,000 for its 
undertaking, no harm was done if It 
disposed of Its surplus, subject to con- 
trol by the Railway commission of tho 
rates charged. This proviso was in- 
serted in these bills, and in any event 
ho did not see how any company could 
bo prevented from disposing of its 
surplus power If it so desired. Mr. 
Graham however had no objection to 
the bill standing over. 

Hon. John Haggert argued/In favor 
of conserving these waterpowers for 
the people. 

Alex. Haggart, of Winnipeg, object- 
ed that this was not a railway bill, 
but merely a scheme to get hold of tho 
valuable water powers along the Sas- 
katchewan and Nelson rivers. 

The promoter of the bill. Mr. Rutan, 
contended that his measure should not 
bo held' up, as many similar bills had 
already passed tills session. All should 
be treated alike. This led Mr. Brad- 
bury to remark that it was never too 
lato to mend, and If the house had 
done wrong in passing previous bills 
there should be general legislation re- 
garding water powers of a retroactive 
character. 

J .G. Turriff argued in favor of tho 
federal government granting railway 
charters and the provincial govern- 
ments dealing with water power. After 
some more desultory talk from both 
sides the bill was held over and pro- 
gress reported thereon. 

The following private bills were 
given a third reading: To Incorporate 
the Congregational Union of Canada — 
Alex. Haggart. Respecting the Van- 
couver, Victoria and Eastern Railway 
and Navigation Company — Mr. Bur- 
rell. 

The bill respecting the Restlgouc^je 
Boom Company was read a second 
time and sent to the private bills com- 
mittee. 

Mr. Sharpe was Informed by tho 
Minister of Railways that it cost 
31.1G4 in tho year 1908-09 to heat' the 
buildings occupied by tho railway 
commission. Seventy-two tons of coal 
at $7 per ton made up $501 and tho 
employees' wages to look after tho 
heating apparatus totalled SfiGO. 

The delay of the government in ap- 
pointing an additional King's Bench 
judge In Manitoba was again brought 
to the attention of Mr. Aylesworth by 
Mr. Haggart of Winnipeg. The Min- 
ister of Justice admitted he was 
aware that the Manitoba Act provld- 
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— House extends its sympathy, 
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ing for tho judgo in question had been 
brought into force, und he had also re- 
ceived a resolution from tho benchers 
of that province setting forth that It 
was In tho Interests of the despatch of 
legal business that an appointment 
should be made Immediately. As to 
wihethor it was the intention at this 
session to provide for the payment of 
such judgo to fill the vacancy without 
delay Mr. Aylesworth gave the non- 
committal reply that "the subject is 
receiving consideration," 

In resuming, tho naval debate, Mr. 
Lachanee, of Quebec Centre, declared 
that the lndependance of Canada 
must come. It was either that cr an- 
nexation to the United States. Can- 
ada was In his opinion bound to be- 
come an independent nation; but ho 
would maintain an entente cordlalo 
with England. Sho would not always 
remain a colony. With Increased pop- 
ulation sho would loosen tho ties 
binding her to England, and when 
that time arrived a navy would be a 
very useful thing to have. For this 
reason he supported the proposal to 
build a Canadian navy and opposed tho 
gift of Dreadnoughts or a plebiscite. 

George H. Perley, of Argenteull, on 
the other hand entirely dissented from 
the views expressed by Mr. Lachanee. 
It was in the best interests of Canada 
to stay in the Empire, in that she 
could best dcvelope her security, hap- 
piness and peace. Britain had given 
all races and creeds In her colonies 
full liberty in language, religion and 
laws. English and French-Canadians 
appreciated these advantages, and 
were loyal to British connection! Mr. 
Perley took up the question as to how 
Canada could best take her share of 
naval defence. Ho claimed that in 
spite of the assertion of Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier that the question had. been 
before the people since 1902, u pei 
cent, of the Canadian people .until a 
year ago had never heard of It. The 
question had not been sufficiently dis- 
cussed by the people. The bill before 
the house, Mr. Perley said, was an 
attempt to mislead the public. He 
supported Mr. Borden's amendment 011 
tho ground that in the present criti- 
cal condition of European affairs it 
would do something to demonstrate to 
the world that Canada would In time 
of stress stand loyally by tho mother- 
land This Canada could do of her 
own free will. There was no question 
of an annual contribution, and thereby 
our autonomy would be preserved. In 
the meantime the people could thor- 
oughly discuss a .permanent policy of 
naval defence, and their ideas would 
be crystallize.*.. He beiieved both 
French and English speaking Can- 
adians would vote to protect their own 
firesides If they really understood the 
question. He did not think a plebis- 
cite would be the best means of gaug- 
ing public opinion. Ts§*fhatter should 
be threshed out at a general election. 

O. S. Crocket regarded the bill as a 
most revolutionary one, directly aimed 
by Its promoters against British con- 
nection. The whole measure studious- 
ly ignored such connection, and was 
drafted on the assumption that Can- 
ada was an Independent country. It 
was absurd In one clause of the bill 
to say that the King was the com- 
mander In chief of Canada's naval 
force, and In a subsequent clause 
state that tho governor In council may 
place at tho disposal of the King the 
naval force. The bill as draftod might 
not only withhold tho assistance of 
the navy in any imperial conflict by 
tho governor in council, but might 
put that navy at the disposal, if It was 
so desired, of any foreign country. Mr. 
Crocket supported Mr. Borden's 
amendment. 




fallace Nesbitt, K, C„ Dis- 
qualified From Acting as 
Counsel Because of Opinion 
Given on Previous Occasions 



OTTAWA, March 7.— Another sensa- 
tion has developed in connection with 
tho committee investigating the Lums- 
den charges. The bombshell will be 
exploded tomorrow morning when the 
Committee meets. It Is said that Wal- 
laco Nesbitt, K.C., who was appointed 
by tho government, majority at its 
meeting on Friday to prosecute the 
enquiry is disqualified from undertak- 
ing those duties by reason of having 
given a written opinion at the time of 
tho Hodgins inquiry two yeurs ago, 
which opinion was strongly against 
tho truth of the charges made by the 
major, and therefore In favor of tho 
contractors. It is understood that E. 
M. Macdonald had tho assurance of Mr. 
Nesbitt several days ago that he would 
act as counsel, If appointed by tho 
committee and on that understanding 
his name was submitted and his ap- 
pointment confirmed by Messrs. Geof- 
frion, Clark, Macdonald and Wilson. 

Tho news that Mr. Nesbitt is dis- 
qualified has caused a great stir in the 
corridors, and everyone Is wondering 
what will happen now In these pro- 
ceedings, which have been replete wit! - , 
sensational episodes since tho commit- 
tee first mot. At tomorrow's meeting 
tho throe minority members, Messrs. 
Darker Crothers and Lennox, will not 
appear, and in view of the facts, which 
have leaked out today, the four Liber- 
al members must either solemnly res- 
cind the motion appointing Mr. Nes- 
bitt as counsel or decide under the 
circumstances that no counsel Is necs- 
sdry and continue the enquiry off their 
own bats. 

Tho one thing which is puzzling 
members on both sides Is the fact that 
Mr. Nesbitt'e name was put before the 
committee and uqcepfed notwithstand- 
ing the stand Mr. Nesbitt took in the 
Hodgins ease and his freely expressed 
opinion favorable to the government in 
that case. A:; Mr. Lumsdon's charges 
of-'overelusslficatlon are much the same 
as those preferred by Major Hodgins, 
Mr. Nesbitt Is disqualified from taking 
tho part of public prosecutor on be- 
half of the" committee. 



FIND TWENTY-ONE 
BODIES IN SNOW 



One-Third of Victims Uncov- 
ered by Work of Searchers 
—The Others May Remain 
Buried for Some Time 



PROBABLY CARRIED 

DOWN INTO CHASM 



Slide Packed to Hardness of 
Ice— Track Now Cleared so 
as to Permit of Resumption 
of Traffic 



VANCOUVER March 7.— With the 
track cleared and traffic resumed at 
midnight, the rush work of rescue 
camo to an end this evening on the 
Canadian Pacific line at the snowslide 
scene In Rogers Pass. 

Just one-third of the bodies of the 
sixty-three killed have been recovered 
no far, and twelve of theso are Japa- 
nese. Work will bo kept up for several 
days along the edge of tho slide near 
the track in an effort to find more bod- 
ies, but tonight the officials admitted 
that most, of the missing must have 
been carried by tho front of the aval- 
anche into the chasm of Bear creek, 
fifteen hundred feet below, and at pres- 
ent inaccessible. 

The great part of the slide taken out 
Sunday und today was removed by the 
shovels of the six hundred men en- 
gaged, for . the use of rotary plows was 
prohibited because of .the danger there 
would be of cutting up the bodies of 
the victims who lay under tho snow. 

Tho slide was packed like Ice, as hard 
as If It had been weighted down by a 
steam roller, and the victims were 
probably killed without a moment's 
warning, for some of them had thei£ 
picks and sbovelH still grasped In their 
hands na they were In the act of clear- 
ing away the first slide. 

No. 07, the train which became 
wodged between two slides and narrow- 
ly escaped the one which fell just be- 
hind It as It entered Field station on 
Saturday afternoon, was taken back to 
Calgary today nnd started west again 
over the Crow's Nest branch of tho C. 
P. B. The slide which came so near 
annihilating this train was a bad one. 
An engine with a rotary was sent up 
from Calgary, and the slide was so icy 
that the plow was smashed to match- 
wood at the first attack. The rest of 
tho slide was removed by hand. 



Mr. Brodrlck's Territorials.

Several People Injured by Phil- 
adelphia Police — Contradic- 
tory Estimates of Number of 
Workers Who Walked Out 



PHILADELPHIA, March 7.— The po- 
lice department made a canvas today 
of the city's industrial establishments 
and visited employers of all classes of 
labor In order to get tho actual figures 
of the number of men on strike. Late 
today the returns from tho investiga- 
tors were tabulated at department 
headquarters and made public by Di- 
rector Clay. They show a total of 18,- 
407 persons throughout the city who 
responded to tho general strike call. 

The police did not attempt: to ex- 
plain the discrepancy between these 
IlgureB and the declaration of the 
leaders of the labor movement that 
from 100,000 to 150,000 men wero on 
strike. They declared that their total 
was tho result of an actual computa- 
tion based on the returns of a com- 
plote canvas, and spoke for Itself. The 
labor leaders scoffed at tho police fig- 
ures. 

An order was Issued lato In the day 
by tlio commandant of the Philadel- 
phia navy yard, forbidding leave of 
absenco to the men in the yards and 
on the vessels on tho station during 
the strike. The order will keep the 
Jackles from getting mixed up in any 
way with strike disturbances and in- 
volving the government authorities in 
possible complications witli the local 
Officers of tho peace. 

One of the Incidents of tho day was 
a parade of a small band of men In/ 
Allegheny Avenue, which was broken 
up by the police, without just cause, 
tho men claim. An American flag was 
carried at. the head of tho procession, 
and as the marchers passed a hosiery 
mill on the avenue, onlookers said 
they made an attempt to persuade the 
workers at the factory to join the 
sympathetic strike. Their efforts were 
unsuccessful, and tho police claim that 
the mnrchers became disorderly and 
their ranks had to be broken up. 
Clubs, wero used freely and the march- 
ers wero dispersed, Two arrests wero 
n. tide. 

The master builders met today, 
adopted resolutions condemning the 
sympathetic strike, and discussed ten- 
tatively action against some of tho 



bodies of men who joined the general 
strike movement. It is asserted that 
agreements made by tho employers 
with more than one of tho bodies in 
tho building trades have been delibr- 
utely violated by the men. 

Four thousand men and women at- 
tended a mass meeting of the strik- 
ers in tho Labor Lyceum, at Sixth and 
Brown streets. An overflow meeting 
twos held In another hall nearby and 
hundreds who were unable to gain an 
entrance to cither, gathered on side- 
walks on the outside. Messrs. Pratt, 
Murphy, Tracey and other strike lead- 
ers addressed the crowds. Tho city 
administration was bitterly denounc- 
ed for Its attitude in the present cri- 
sis, and tho speakers were especially 
vehement in criticism of the employ- 
ment of negro policemen. There was 
a slight disturbance outside tho Ly- 
ceum before the meeting ended, when 
u few stones were thrown at passing 
cars, but the police quickly cleared the 
streets without making any arrests. 

As tho crowds were leaving the hall, 
however, there was a graver outbreak 
of disorder. Several cars were stoned 
on Sixth street in front o fthe strik- 
ers' meeting place. The police, of 
whom there were as least 50 within a 
radius of a square, charged the crowd, 
which was, however, so dense that It 
dispersed slowly. The bluecoats 
swung their clubs, felling several per- 
sons to the ground, three of whom 
were so badly beaten that they were 
taken to a hospital. When the police- 
men tired their revolvers several times 
in the air the crowd scattered in all 
directions. Six arrests wore made. 

C. N.;R. 'STEAMSHIPS 



Vico-Prosident Hanna and Col. David- 
son Make Arrangements for 
Atlantic Line. 

LONDON, March 7.— The Bristol 
correspondent of the Canadian Asso- 
ciated Press wires that Vice-Presi- 
dent Hanna and Col. Davidson, of the 
Canadian Northern Railway, are hold- 
ing conferences with French and Ger- 
man consuls. The conference, it is 
said, Is In connection with the com- 
pany's steamship line, which when es- 
tablished, will secure labor with 
which to build the company's remain- 
ing railway extensions in Canada. 

It is understood that on the estab- 
lishment of the Canadian Northern 
steamship line, the Groat - Western 
railway agents throughout Great Bri- 
tain will act as agents for the Cana- 
dian company. 



New Brunswick Bank Fails 
ST. JOHN, N.B., March 7.— The St. 
Stephen's Bank, which has suspended 
payment, was founded in 1804. The 
capital stock is $200,000, with a re- 
serve of about $30,000. The present 
directors are: Frank Todd, president; 
John D. Chlpman, vice-president; 
Julius Whltlock, secretary and cash- 
ier; Philip Breen and John G. Mur- 
shio.

Sentenced to Death 

CALCUTTA, March 7.— Birendran- 
ath Supta, the Bengsall youth who 
muredered the police inspector Sham- 
sul Alum in the High court here has 
been sentenced to death. 

The murdered man had plaved a 
large part In bringing the Alipor con- 
spirators to justice, and two previous 
attempts had been mado on his life. 
The assassin is nineteen years of age, 
and when arrested admitted that lie 
had been deputed by a secret society 
to which he belonged to commit the 
murder. 

Bircndranath Gupta refused legal 
assistance during his trial, and after 
tho sentence was pronounced he was 
removed from tho dock smiling. 




Premier Asquith Announces 
That Provision Will Be In- 
serted in Lords Bill — Labor 
Leaders Talk on Situation 



LONDON, March 7.— Premier As- 
quith announced In tho House of Com- 
mons today that the resolutions con- 
corning the House of Lords which are 
to bo submitted by the government on 
March 20 would Include a proposal for 
shortening the duration of parliament 
It Is presumed that the recommenda- 
tion will be for a parliamentary term 
of five years Instead of seven years, as 
at present. 

Ramsay McDonald, one of tho labor 
leaders in tho Commons, does not 
agree with the idea that tho veto reso- 
lutions should bo sent to tho House 
of Lords. Tho bill, he thinks, should 
be sent to them direct. It was a pro- 
found mistake, ho said, for the labor 
party to simply shout for the veto to 
tho sacrifice of the budget. To place 
It In Jeopardy and foroo another gener- 
al election, Mr. McDonald said, would 
bo folly. The labor party, ho added, 
should make it clear that It stood for 
abolition of tho House of Lords, and 
If beaten on that should vote for the 
most drastic veto proposals. 

Speaiklng at Cardiff, Philip Snow- 
den, another labor leader In tho Com- 
mons, said the country was not ripe 
for abolition of the Houso of Lords, 
nd the labor party is prepared there- 
fore to co-operate with those who are 
genuinely desirous of abolishing the 
Lords' veto.

Discussion on Boiler Inspec- 
tion Bill — Victoria Proposals 
Struck Out of Municipal Act 
Amendment Measure 



Somewhat monotonous generally 
were yesterday's proceedings of the 
legislature— proceedings that Were 
limited to this morning and afternoon 
sittings, as in consequence of Mr. 
Speaker's dinner, the evening sitting 
was dispensed with. Interest of the 
day centred chiefly in the elimination 
from the Municipal Clauses act of 
certain suggested sections of especial 
interest to Victoria but which did not 
commend themselves to the House, as 
antagonistic to the general principles 
of the statutory law. The premier al- 
so took occasion in the morning to 
Speak feelingly of tho regrettable fa- 
tality at Rogers' Pass, a committee 
being named to formally report the 
feelings of tho House In this regard. 
Which committee reported late in the 
afternoon as hereunder, the report be- 
ing adopted and the resolution spread 
upon the records of tho legislature: 

"Mr." Speaker: — 

"Your committee appointed to draft 
and report a message of "condolence 
and sympathy with referenco to the 
recent snowslide at Rogers' Pass and 
the loss of life entailed thereby, beg 
to report as follows: 

"That this House has learned with 
deep sorrow of the terrible snowslide 
on the Canadian Pacific Railway at 
Rogers' Pass, in the Selkirk moun- 
tains, by which many railway work- 
ers have unfortunately lost their Uvea 
while engaged in their duty of pro- 
tecting the travelling public; 

"That this House desires to express 
its heartfelt sympathy with tho fam- 
ilies, relatives and friends, of thoso 
killed or injured in the lamentable 
deplorable accident; and that It is the 
desire' of the House that 0. copy of - 
this resolution be spread on its jour- 
nals." 

(Signed.) 
"RICHARD McBRIDE, 
"J. H. HAWTHORNTHWAITE, 
"H. C. BREWSTER." 
Aid and Condolence. 

Feeling reference to the terrible dis- 
aster at Rogers' Pass was made by 
Premier McBrlde at the opening of 
the House yesterday morning. 

"For tho information of the Houso," 
said the first minister, "I should like 
to state that on receipt of a message 
from Kootenay containing news of the 
awful disaster at Rogers' Pass, mes- 
sages were despatched to the govern- 
ment agents at Revelstoke and Golden, 
directing them to render all possible 
aid to the injured and In the work of 
recovering the bodies of the dead. Wo 
have received a despatch from Mr. 
Gordon of Revelstoke, to the effect- 
that sixty-four are believed to have* 
been killed, half of these being Jap-" 
anese. On behalf of the legislature I 
should like to place on record our 
sympathy for the relatives of those 
who lost their lives In trying to keep 
clear tho track for the trains to pass 
through. Those of us who have trav- 
elled through the mountains should 
know of the dangers, and will readily 
form some Idea of the dangers theso 
men Incur In being called out at any 
time for track clearing; and, knowing 
how bravely theso men respond to 
that call, I think that they may well 
be classed among the heroes of tho 
country, although the work they do 
we are too liable to overlook. I would, 
move that this House extend Its sym- 
pathy to the bereaved relatives." 

Mr. Hawthornthwalte said that ha 
was sure tho relatives of those who 
had lost their lives would appreciate 
the premier's words, while he trusted, 
that this expression of sympathy 
would be Implemented by immediate 
steps toward providing relief for those 
families who had boon by this disas- 
ter robbed of their breadwinners. 
While most probably this accident 
could not have been guarded against, 
necessity was shown of further stepa 
to protect the lives of railway track- 
men. Thoso in authority should now 
concentrate their efforts upon ade-. 
quate relief measures. 

Mr. Brewster also endorsed the mo- 
tion and the suggested relief measure* 
and tho resolution carried. 

Bills and Motions 

Routine followed quickly, an orders 
being granted on motion of Mr. Brew- 
ster for a return of all correspondence 
relating to the alienation of tho rever- 
sionary rights in Indian reserves, and 
the Canadian Northern Pacific Rail- 
way bill taking third reading amid 
continued applause, Messrs. Haw- 
thornthwalte, Williams and Brewster 
recording negative votes. Tho Liquor 
Act Consolidation and Revision bill 
was reported with amendments; tho 
Mechanics' Lien Amendment bill took 
third reading; and tho Steam Boilers 
Inspection Act went through tho com- 
mittee stage, in which Mr. Williams,' 
objected that tho variety of special.' 
certificates appeared to provide for a 
Hindu class of engineers and that this 
legislation considerably reduced tho 
safety of those employed about don- 
key engines. . 

The Minister defended tho bill, 
pointing out how a knowledge of tho 
rigging of donkey engines and tho 
handling of logs in tho woods con- 
tributed more to safety than a higher 
standard of knowledge as to locoino-< 
tives generally. '

Want to Know. 

AVe have never been advised b>' 'he 
city what the alleged defects in the 
pumps are, except that the city elec- 
trician has verbally objected [ the 
high pressure developed when deliver. 
Ing a small quantity f water. This 
Is a requirement of the National BfbaM 
of Fire Underwriters and is generally 
considered a most necessary and uo - 
slrable feature, The c ity specifica- 
tions do not restrict the pressure In 
any way. so we naturally followed 
what Is considered the best practice, 
if the city wanted a n>' Particular 
shut-off pressure it certainly should, 
have specified it. The hig" pressure 
can only be objectionable it' th piping 
or hydrants are weak and If thei' 1 ' is 
no relief valve In the system. There 
should; be a relief valve irrespective 
of the pressure developed by tho 
pumps. The discharge pipe fu r nishea 
by us was specified bv the city and. 
installed by us to stand 300 pounds 
pressure— a pressure far in excess far 
of anything that can be de- 
veloped by the pumps. How were Wo 
to know that the city would connect 
to this piping and fittings tested to 
only 200 pounds pressure? 

It has been stated that it takes 2Q 
minutes or more to get the steam tur- 
bine pump in operation This Is un- 
doubtedly a serious fault in flre- 
Clghtihg apparatus — but it Is no f flu U 
of the turbine or pump. If provided 
with specified steam and vacuum °u,r 
apparatus can be started in tw'° °r 
three minutes. The trouble lies in lll o 
defective condensing equipment fur-, 
nished by the city. The condenser 
pump is inadequate and will not 'le- 
aver the water as high as the 
denser. 

Ready for Test. 

We stand ready to fulfil o ur con- 
tract In every respect; but wo U eW an d 
as our right under the contract u »e 
following: 

That the city furnish coniniereindy 
dry steam to the steam turbine nn d 
permit us to make necessary ;u ijust- 
ments to this unit after operating With 
such steam.

SUTTON'S SEEDS 
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Several interesting details of the firo 
Insuranco business were described be- 
fore the royal commission on insurance 
in this province yesterday at the court 
house- when the inquiry began last 
week was continued. R. S. Day, agent 
hero for the Guardian and other com- 
panies, was on the stand during the 
major portion of the day he being the 
first witness for the insurance com- 
panies' side of the mutter. Mr. Day 
gavo considerable evidence and made 
several Interesting statements among; 
them one in which he showed from 
compilation that in the year 10OS, of 
all the Canadian board companies, on- 
ly 10 had an excess of income over 
their expenditures. Again, dealing with 
thu question of local saw mill and lum- 
ber insurance Mr. Day said that In one 
year when he had handled this class of 
business for a certain company they 
were $7,000 behind the game at the end 
of the year. Speaking of the fire pro- 
tection In Victoria in former years, 
prior to the comparatively recent 
sprucing up of the department, Mr, 
Day said that the protection was con- 
sidered practically nil and that he and 
other residents on the higher levels 
knew that if their property caught fire 
nothing but their own efforts could 
hope to save it. This, Mr. Day said, had 
worked against Victoria in the matter 
of rates. The first step towards im- 
provement, after the authorities had 
refused again and again to listen to 
the advice of the Insurance men, was 
I)i o voiced when the companies made a 
general increase of 30 per cent. And 
to show that the citizens who lived 
on the higher levels uprcclated this 
Mr. Day stated that his business In the 
district affected by the increase be- 
gan to grow immediately. 

Favors Open Door. 
At the morning session of the hear- 
ing yesterday 13. Ulin, manager of the 
Taylor Mill Company gave testimony 
In favor of the open door for Insur- 
anco companies. His company had held 
policies on Lloyd's without any in- 
demnity clause and they were satis- 
fied with the security afforded on such 
policies, They had never insured with 
board companies and were perfectly 
content to go on with Lloyd's under ex- 
isting conditions. Mr. Ulin said em- 
phatically that if the insurance busi- 
ness in the province was restricted it 
would unciuestonably be detrimental to 
his firm's business. 

Mr. Ulin put in as an exhibit a pol- 
icy written by Lloyd's for his firm on 
which no tariff company appeared as 
a leader. This was put In to refute 
the intimation of the insurance com- 
panies that Lloyd's required board 
companies of good standing on a policy 
before they would accept it. 

Following Mr. Ulin K. Ehvorthy, sec- 
retary of the Board of Trade, was on 
the stand for some time. Mr. Kl- 
worthy told of Ills own knowledge and 
from minutes and records of the board 
what action that body had taken in 
respect of the question of local fire 
insurance. Questioned particularly as 
to an amendment to an amendment 
j proposed by Mr. Shallcross at. a special 
meeting of the board called for an 
expression of protest against the pro- 
posed insurance act of the underwrite 
I ers, Air. Elworthy said It had been de- 
feated. He then read the names of the 
ayes and noes and gave the occupation 
of each voter. Mr. Shallcross called 
the attention of the commission to the 
fact that most of those who had vot- 
ed against the measure were connected 
with insurance companies. Mr. Bod- 
well said that at the same time they 
were among the heaviest Insurers in 
the city. 

Mr. Lennle asked Mr. Ker who had 
made some comment on the Inference 
to be drawn, If he would go so far as 
to say that the meeting in question 
was packed. 

Mr. Ker would not make that state- 
ment but he would say that the insur- 
ance men had passed around the word 
among themselves and that if the noes 
had known 'what a job was being put 
up on them they would have prepared 
for it. 

Mr. Shallcross then went In the box 
and swore to certain statements made 
to him by ex-Fire Chief Watson at a 
time when Mr. Shallcross was a mem- 
ber of a special committee Inquiring 
into certain features of the fire pro- 
tection and Insuranco problem. The 
Insurance companies, Mr. Shallcross 
explained had declined to give the 
committee the information It required 
and the Information given by the then 
.chief of the department was the next 
best available. Mr. Watson had stat- 
ed that the average local fire loss dur- 
ing the 21 years ending 1007 was $34, 
o!)S, within the city limits. During the 
last nine years the losses had been: 
lsoo, $;m,507: moo, $11,400; 1901, $137,- 
130; 1002, $5,700; 1003, 3S.-J0C . 1904, 
$S,G02; 100",, $21,102; 1906, $0,3f>0; 1007, 
$05,000; yearly average for the nine 
years $45,300. 

Scope of Proposed Act. 

Much discussion followed as to the 
intent of the proposed act of the un- 
derwriters. Mr. Bodwell declared that 
there was no Intention on tho part of 
tho insurance companies to prevent 
people from going outside for their in- 
surance. It was merely a question of 
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Ker Milling Co., Ltd.

tho terms upon which they should be 
allowed to do so. Mr. Shallcross said 
that the bill 'spoke for itself and that 
to u certain extent at least it was going 
to restrict the rights and privileges of 
citizens in respect of fire insurance. 

Mr. Bodwell, In dealing with the ob- 
jections to a certain clause of the act 
declared that If insurers could get 
from local companies who paid to do 
business hero tho class of insuranco 
they required they should do so. Mr. 
Shallcross replied that It was not a 
question of terms but of rates. 

This concluded for tho day at least, 
tho evidenco of the opposers of tho pro- 
posed bill. Mr. Bodwell, for the Insur- 
ance companies, at once called Mr. Day 
to tho stund. Mr. Day began with evi- 
denco in general and then, In response 
to questions from Mr. Bodwell ho ex- 
plained certain phases of tlu proposed 
legislation from the standpoint of the 
Insurance companies. Speaking of the 
measure of protection to policy hold- 
ers contained In tho bill Mr. Day said 
.that at the time of the San Francisco 
fire there were some companies which 
had been unable to meet their losses 
without, great difficulty owin- to tho 
fact that they could not call on their 
reserve in other districts to bolster up 
their reserve in California. This was 
because of the governmental restric- 
tion and demands which made it im- 
perative for all companies doing busi- 
ness in certain districts to maintain 
big reserves in those districts. On the 
other hand, said Mr. Day, under tho 
Company Act In this province at pres- 
ent, any wild cat company could come 
into this province and do business un- 
der the noses of the companies which 
paid for the privilege. 

Referring to the difficulty experienc- 
ed in British Columbia in having in- 
vestigation conducted into the origin 
of mysterious fires Mr. Day said that 
this was not done except when tho In- 
surance company was wiir.ng to bear 
tho expense nnd that moreover so 
strong seemed to be tin; popular pre- 
judice against insurance companies 
that it was seldom a company could 
get a conviction when it did prosecute 
a case. Mr. Day would recommend 
strongly an independent commission 
under 'the control of the government 
for the purpose of investigating the or- 
igin of suspicious fires. 

Pay Tax to City. 

Mr. Day gave some strong evidence 
with regard to the expense a company 
was put to which was licensed to do 
business in British Columbia and the 
advantage an outside company had ov- 
er a home company. Licensed com- 
panies paid an income tax of one per 
cent on their gross premium receipts 
without deducting losses. Outsiders 
paid no such tax and this was unfair. 
Home companies in Victoria also paid 
$300 each year to do business in the 
city. The total revenue to the city 
amounted to $10,000 from this source. 

At the afternoon session Mr. Day was 
again on the stand and again took up 
the question of unlicensed competition. 
It had, he said, the effect of Increasing 
the cost of insurance to the general 
public. In the United States the gov- 
ernment insisted upon government in- 
spection and all foreign companies 
were forced to pay a deposit equal to 
the amount required In the country 
where they were Incorporated. -Mr. 
Day then put n as an exhibit a Do- 
minion government report to show that 
for every dollar collected on premiums 
05. C cents is paid out- 

Taking up tho question of blanket 
Insurance Mr. Day said that ho would 
not attempt to justify It but that lie 
wished to point out that if local com- 
panies licensed here, had the best in- 
tentions- in tho ' worjoj of conferring 
upon ChaHph&j & Mitchell, for Instance 
a blanket policy similar* to that given 
by Lloyd's and previously referred to 
before the commission ho was afraid 
the Dominion legislature would pro-, 
hiblt it. 

Mr. Day then gave some interesting 
details as to how the rates in various 
communities were arrived at by the 
companies, how experts visited the 
various districts, examined Into all 
contributory conditions and fixed a key 
rate which was taken as the standard. 

During Mr. Day's examination Mr. 
Bodwell called tho attention of the 
commissioners to a point which pre- 
cipitated a considerable discussion and j 
which may be cleared up today when 
Mr. Ulin Is to be recalled. Mr. Bodwell, I 
in reading the Lloyd's policy put In 
as an exhibit by the Taylor Mill Com- 
pany discovered that there was a sum | 
of $7,000 on the policy for $12,000 car- 
ried by some company not stated on 
tho policy. This, Mr. Bodwell declared 
left but one inference to be drawn — 
that despite the statements of Mr. 
Shallcross and Mr. Ker and Mr. Ulin, 
tho $7,000 was carried by a tariff com- 
pany which was on the policy as leader. 
Mr. Shallcross denied this contention 
flatly and declared that Mr. Ulin 
could be recalled to show positively 
that the $7,000 was carried by Lloyd's 
and that the discrepancy was quite 
explicable. Mr. Day said that as an n- 
surance man he would not accept such 
a policy and that If he wrote such a 
policy he would certainly be "hauled 
over the coal:-" by bis company. He 
would call it extremely careless to say 
the least. Chairman Lennle said that 
the point was important and asked to 
have it explained and cleared up. 

Mr. Day was then excused until to- 
day when Mr. Shallcross will crossex- 
umine him. Mr. Shallcross asked Mr. 
Day to bring with him a statement as 
to the recommendations made by the 
insuranco companies to the city prior 
to the Imposition of the general 30 per 
cent Increase in rates. 

W, Monteltli. an Insurance agent who 
had bad considerable dealings with 
Lloyd's gave brief evidence to the ef- 
fect that he had never been able to 
place a policy with Lloyd's without 
first having a line company on as lead- 
er. Ho had heard that of late there 
bed been successful attempts to evade 
Lloyd's rule. As a local agent he had 
been heavily hit by unlicensed com- 
petition. 

The commission will resume its in- 
quiry here today. Owing to the un- 
expected number of witnesses named to 
be called here this week the Vancouver 
sittings have been postponed until 
Monday next and the Nelson sittings 
will bo set over to a date to be fixed 
later, at Vancouver.

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THE ROGERS PASS DISASTER 

The prompt action of the Provincial 
Government in directing its local 
agents to take every measure in their 
power to succor and assist those who 
have suffered in the disaster in Rog- 
ers Pass will meet with the unquall- 

• lied approval of the people. If It is 
necessary to provide for tho imme- 
diate relief of any who have been left 
destitute by the calamity, we are sure 
the Government will be quick to act. 
It Is to be remembered, however, that 
the Canadian Pacific Railway Com- 
pany lias a duty to discharge in this 
connection and it may be trusted not 
to fall to respond to all legitimate 
calls upon it. 

Mr. McBrldo spoke of tho heroism 
exhibited by the men who perform 
such work as that which cost so many 
lives. Wo go to sleep in our railway 
train at night with a feeling of se- 

.curity. The train rushes along through 
mountain gorges and along precipices, 
where there is only a little margin 
between us and death.

DEFENCES 

. ■Major.. A.. G. Sargison... writes us a 
letter suggested by the excellent prac- 
tice made by the-garrison.;- at Work 
Point Barracks, to which reference has 
already been made In the Colonist. 
The record of the shooting shows that 
the garrison would be able to give a 
very good account of themselves if an 
emergency arose, and they had tho 
right sort of guns at their command 
We have never yet heard any satis- 
factory explanation of the failure of 
the Dominion authorities to mount 
the 9.2 guns, which have been lying 
at Hie base of Signal Hill ever since 
the Imperial forces left them there. 
We understand that these guns are 
not in all respects modern, but they 
are a great deal better than anything 
now available to the garrison. 

It has always been the policy of the 
Colonist to discuss matters pertaining 
to defence from a non-partizan point 
of view. Hence we have confined our- 
selves to mentioning the fact that 
these guns have lain at the foot of the 
Hill without any attempt being made 
to put them in position. It seems time 
that some explanation were forthcom- 
ing. The impression left on every 
one's mind by the facts is that there 
Is gross carelessness somewhere, or at 
least a spirit of indifference, which 
does not augur well for the oilicienoy 
of the Militia Department. The mat- 
tor might very well form the subject 
of an Inquiry in Parliament. Per- 
haps Sir Frederick Borden could glvo 
Eomo explanation. 

THE FEDERAL REVENUE 

In the first eleven months of tho 
current, fiscal year the revenue of 
Canada has reached tho record sum of 
$89,664,640. If this rate is maintained 
the year will close with a total not 
much short of $100,000,000, and there 
Is a chance, that this figure may bo 
reached. This is a very remarkable 
showing. The increase is not due to 
any special action on the part of the 
government, but wholly to the general 
revival of business. It indicates a de- 
gree of prosperity that is full of pro- 
mises for the future. Tho revenue of 
Canada is much larger per capita, and 
much more buoyant than that, of the 
United States, and it. must rank witli 
any of the leading countries of ', !io 
world. One can say with perfect con- 
fidence that tho burden or contribu- 
ting this large sum of money to the 
public treasury is not felt by the peo- 
plo, consciously at least. We suppose 
that, in tho long run, every dollar con- 
tributed in taxation is just ho much 
less available for other purposes; but 
Whore the bulk of the revenue Is 
raised, as ours In, by customs and ex- 
cise, it is paid In small instalments 
and people, automatically adjust thoir 
living to tho conditions created there- 
by. 

The expanding revenue seems to 
Indicate a very prosperous year, and 
it is not the only sign pointing in that 
direction. Indeed there never wns a 
year in tho history of the Dominion, 



when tho outlook for the future was 
nearly as favorable as it is at the pre- 
sent time. Thcro are signs of better 
times from one end of Canada to the 
other. 



SEWERAGE DISTRICTS. 

A very important piece of legislation 
hud its second reading yesterday. It 
was a Bill to provide for the estab- 
lishment of sewerage districts In un- 
organized parts of tho province, upon 
the request of the residents. The pro- 
visions of tho Bill seem fully adequulo 
for tho purposes for which they are in- 
tended. If .we havo any criticism to 
make on the' subject it Is that there is 
nothing In the measure to authorise 
the Lloutenant-Governor-In-Councll, on 
tho recommendation of the Provincial 
Board of Health and after hearing tho 
parties interested, to compel tho insti- 
tution of a sewerage system. Possibly 
this would bo too. drastic, and wo fancy 
that as a general rule the people of dis- 
tricts, where sewerage Is necessary, 
will bo willing to provide it now that 
tho facilities for doing so will be af- 
forded. The only opposition Is likely 
to come from non-resident property 
owners; but as sewerage will enhance 
the value of their property, and us the 
law will provide for the extension of 
payments over a period of forty years, 
it Is not likely that any serious objec- 
tions will bo raised by thorn. Mr. Tay- 
lor, Minister of Public Works, lias ad- 
dressed himself to tho solution of what 
is, in some localities, a question of very 
great Importance, and we believe the 
result will show that he has done so 
very successfully. 

FRUIT LANDS. 

We find in the Vernon News a well- 
considered article on Fruit Land 
Values. The Colonist has often been 
asked if It did not consider the price 
of fruit lands around Victoria excess- 
ive, and it has always replied in the 
negative. Land values must be judg- 
ed not by any arbitrary standard, but 
by wllilt the land will produce. This 
is the view taken. by the Vernon News, 
and it supports its position by quoting 
from the Wenatehee Republic. The 
observations of both papers are so lull 
of suggestions that we reproduce them 
at length: 

Intending settlers In this part of 
British Columbia are sometimes rather 
staggered at the prices asked for fruit 
lands here. And yet. wo venture to 
predict that within a very few years 
the prices now obtaining will seem 
ridiculously small. In support of this 
eontentip'n we draw attention onco 
more to an article from the Republic 
which contains facts and deductions 
that speak for themselves. The Wen- 
atehee paper says: 

"Ten thousand dollars an acre is the 
value that Wenatehee fruit lands will 
be °e!Hr>g for before many more years 
are facts based on the steadily increas- 
ing amounts for which orchard tracts 
are being sold' nowl 

"You may regard $10,000 dollars as 
tin exorbitant price, but It's not when 
you take Into consideration the earn- 
ing power of an acre. Take the Turn- 
er property, for instance, It lias been 
making $1,000 a year to the acre for 
Its owner. 

"On a 10 per cent, basis, this 
means that the land is worth $10,000 
an acre. The Turner property is by no 
means an exception. There arc other 
orchards In the valley planted to 
Spitzbergs and Winesaps doing equ- 
ally well. Any of the land here In- 
telligently cultivated in a scientific 
way will do as well. 

"Valuations on bearing orchards are' 
mounting rapidly. It was not so long 
ago that $1,000 an acre was regarded 
as an unreasonable sum. Put now 
$2,000 Is being paid right along, and 
only a fen weeks ago seven acres sold 
for $21,000. 'What Is more, Eugene 
Pago refused $5,000 an acre for his 
place. The owners of bearing orch- 
ards know what they have got and as 
time goeB on, they will hesitate more 
and more to sell their places. 

"The people who are coming into 
the valley now are of a more settled 
ciass. They want places to make their 
homes, and consequently It Is going to 
be hard to buy bearing orchards at 
any price before very long. Now why 
should a person sell fruit land that 
brings him a large return and requires 
only four or five months' work each 
year? it would be impossible to find 
another Investment anywhere tint 
pays so well and so surely. 

"People who are unacquainted with 
tho possibilities of land in tills locality 
will laugh at this assertion on top 
values as ridiculous. Particularly Is 
this true of the Eastern farmer whose 
notion of worth Is limited to tho soils 
of ids vicinity where from $40 to $100 
measures the outside prices for agri- 
cultural lands, because they will not 
make a fair return on a higher valua- 
tion." 

While the observations In this 
quotation relate to irrigated fruit 
lands, they apply with equal force 
to the fruit lands of Vancouver 
Island. Wo think it can bo 
justly claimed that tho productiveness 
of our Island orchards Is equal in 
every respect to those of the dry bell, 
and the quality, of the fruit Is just as 
good. If wo fall behind tho growers 
of Okanagan and Wenatehee, it is be- 
causo we have not yet taken up fruit- 
growing as a business In the thorough 
way that they have. 



FOREST CONSERVATION. 

Thfl Canadian Forestry Association 
has been in session In Frederlcton, and 
the meel.ing was attended by a number 
of representative men. Several Im- 
portant papers were read. One of 
them dealt with forestry and game 
preservation, and the writer urged that 
In all future grants of crown lands tho 
government ought to reserve a strip 
fifty feet wide on the banks of streams 
which should bo kept ..Jrpetuaily In 
forest. lie also urged the replanting 
of cleared land along streams. The 
object of this is to provide coverts for 
game and improve the fishing. An- 
other paper urged the importance of 
using waste lumber for the manufac- 
ture of Unpen tine, creosote, and pro- 
ducts of that class. Tho writer of this 
paper described land clearing In Rus- 
sia. ' He said that the roots are cut 
and the trees are then pulled down: 



and the law requires all tops and 
branches to bo cleared away and burn- 
ed before tho first of May in each your. 
This is to prevent the spread of fires. 
Tho results of, tho meeting are con- 
tained in the following resolutions: 

That the association endorse the 
project set forth in the report of tho 
parliamentary committee of tho house 
of commons recommending that the 
available forest land upon tho eastern 
side of tho Rocky Mountains be con- 
verted Into a permanent forest reserve. 

That in the opinion of this forestry 
convention the government of the Do- 
minion and of the various provinces 
should preserve to Canada all water 
powers within their boundaries, espe- 
cially those in waters bordering on tho 
neighboring republic. 

That In the opinion of this forestry 
convention the Dominion government 
should pass more stringent laws to 
compel railway companies to tako 
more precautions to prevent forest 
fires along the line of their railway, 
and also that tho Intercolonial and P, 
•E, Island railways should be. placed in 
the same position :ts other railways 
and that these railways should havo 
to conform to the fire laws of the 
several provinces through which they 
passed, aiid that they should carry 
the fire wardens free of charge and 
drop them at any point where they 
may be wanted. 

That this convention urge upon tin! 
Dominion government and the govern- 
ments of tho several provinces tho ne- 
cessity of preserving the timber lands 
at the .head waters of all rivers and 
streams S'. as to maintain a regular 
flow of water. 

Upon the proposal of G. G. Piehe 
that It be • recommended that the ex- 
ecutive association consider 

1. The establishment in each pro- 
vince of separate brandies to look i 
lifter local problems. 

2. The. appointment of a committee 
of five- members to study the possi- 
bility of having a universal log roll for 
the whole Dominion, 

a. The publishing of the forestry) 
journal monthly Instead of quarterly, 
and also the use of larger type. 

That this convention recommend to I 
the executive committee the advis- j 
ability of appointing a committee of 
five, to . consider the fire laws of the! 
several provinces and suggest leg'lsla- 
tion that in their opinion would more j 
effectively prevent and control forest | 
fires. 

That in the opinion of the Canadian 
Forestry Convention the time has ar- 
rived whcii in '.be interest of the con- 
servation ef our forests the federal j 
and provincial governments should 
limit the cutting of lumber or pulp 
wood on Crown kinds.

The amendment 
was nevertheless defeated, and the bill 
reported without amendment. 

The Dyking Assessments Adjust- 
ment act amendment bill and the bill 
respecting- the construction of sowors 
hi unorganized districts were duly ad- 
vanced through committee. 

In the early afternoon, further con- 
sideration was given to the Compan- 
ies' Act, while tho Liquor License bill 
took third reading-, lteport was ad- 
opted on the bill respecting sewers in 
unorganized districts, and the Nelson 
City By-law Ratification bill and the 
Bush l«'irea Act Amendment bill went 

through committee without amend- 
ment. 

The workmens' Lien for Wages hill 
Was the last of the afternoon to be 
considered in committee and duly re- 
ported, without amendment. The re- 
port was forthwith adopted and tho 
bill given third reading. 

In moving the second reading or the 
Minister (lion. Dr. Young) explained 
briefly tho necessity of increasing the 
amount of aid given to hospitals, by 
eliminating: the minimum contribution; 
The second reading was agreed to, 
and the bill committed by consent, 
being reported complete without 
change. 

Municipal Amendments 

The Municipal Clauses Act Amend- 
ment bill was also read a second time, 
on motion of the Attorney-General, 
and went through committee, in 
committee. Hon. 'Mr. Bowser vigor- 
ously opposed the proposal to change 
the ward system, which appeared to 
be working very well, and concerning 
which the Union of Municipalities had 
"nothing to say 

Mr. Manson (Skeena) explained that 
tlie suggestion emanated from Prince 
Rupert. The law as it appears on tho 
statute book, provides that a City 
must after the lirst election ho divid- 
ed into wards, " afterwards tlie ward 
system might be abandoned on re- 
quest of GO per cent, of the Interested 
citizens. This proposal was merely 
to enable a new city to start as it de- 
sired. 

Mr. Hawthornthwaite objected to 
the contemplated destruction of pro- 
vincial uniformity, which ground was 
also taken by the Attorney-General, 
who held that the ,.t'ew peoplo now at 
Prince Rupert should not bo permit- 
ted to stnrt their city wrong. 

The proposal was eliminated, and 
Sir. McPhillips next sought to amend 
section 9 to remove the pawer to 
compel fencing by owners, which was 
onerous and at tlie same time to a 
certain extent objectionable. Ho pro- 
posed, however, to grant local authori- 
ties jurisdiction to prevent tho use of 
existing fences for the display of ob- 
jectionable or immoral advertising 
posters. 

The amendment was accepted by 
the House. 

Later on, Mr. Hawthornthwaite 
moved to introduce an amendment 
providing that no citizens' alliance, 
development league, boosters' club, 
etc., should bo permitted to organize, 
unless upon paying to the municipal- 
ity $1,000 every six months. Speaking 
to the amendment, tlie member for 
Kanaimo condemned t lie activities of 
the- association In question, holding 
that they were responsible for delud- 
ing unfortunates into tho belief that 
there was work here for them, when 
such was not the case. 

The Attorney-General declined to 
accept the proposal, which the House 
also rejected.

The recent strike in New York was 
a revolt against the attempt to force 
women to work for wages which would 
not support thorn. We have been led 
to believe that in all great, cities .of 
Industry In other countries life for 
many women is a i terrible struggle. 
But it has not occurred to most of, US 
that similar conditions may bo grow- 
ing up in Canada with the same re- 
suits as have followed them elsewhere. 
An 'article in a recent Issue of the 
Montreal Star shows that in the fac- 
tories of Montreal girls are working 
hard and for low wages. The strike of 
the clothing workers lias aroused at- 
tention, and ' the reporters have been 
malting Inquiries on the subject. In an 
i article on the subject the Star asks 
for an Investigation by the depart- 
ment of labor, and more than hints 
that the women and children employed 
! in the factories are the victims of 
cruelty and injustice which are having 
a terrible effect. 
| An instance is given or a girl of 10 
i who worked 15 hours a day for $8 a 
I week. She is spoken of as delicute- 
! looking. Is it any wonder? Is there 
I any necessity 111 this country for wo- 
! men crowding Into the cities and work- 
ing themselves to death tor a bare 
I living'.' There is work on the land and 
! in the homes for many moVM women 
; than can be Obtained. Even 111 our 
I new cities girls seem to be willing to 
! work for the lowest 'wages, rather than 
I remain at home ur do work which 
I they imagine is degrading, 

If the market for woman's labor 
were not overcrowded. wages would not 
be low. It is the girls who are willing 
to work for low wages while they are 
partly supported by their parents who 
make impossible for those dependent 
on their own exertions to earn an hon- 
est living. Wherever there is work 
that needs to be dune, the worker 
Ought to be paid enough to sustain 
him or her. if any .Industry will not 
pay enough to keep those who are at 
it in comfort it should not exist. 
While a girl is learning her business 
or trade she must be supported wholly 
or in part. After she has learned it 
she should, at the very least be self- 
supporting. U ought to be remember- 
ed that every competent worker who 
accepts a position in which she Is not 
paid enough to support herself makes 
life harder for those who are depend- 
ent on their own exertions. To make 
herself an excellent work woman In 
whatever, field she enters should be 
the ambition of every girl. When that 
is' done she should demand fair wages, 
if not for her own sake, then for the 
sake of her sister women. In this 
matter of labor, women in the new 
cities can themselves do much to pre- 
vent the abuses which exist in older 
labor centres. With good laws the 
women workers of Western Canada 
should not suffer from the same cause

There is a habit growing among 
young people, both boys and girls that 
Is likely to be the ruin of the resource- 
j fulness which has, in the past, dis- 
j tinguished Canadians. The lad whe, 
j enters a workshop or business office 
I in these days seldom sets out witli the 
i determination to make himself as 
useful as possible. Instead, he tries to 
! have ills duties defined and resents 
I apy request to do anything outside 
wliat lie believes to be his own de- 
partment. It is not likely that when 
he grows to lie a man such a lad will 
have the comprehensive view or .the 
whole business which will enable him 
to lie a master. He will always need 
I some one to direct him, or at best can 
! only! he a leader in his own line. The 
' boy's brought up 011 a farm have an 
advantage in this way. The many 
chores which they were forced 
gave them such an Insight 11' 
whole work of the place that 
they came to take their father's place 
there were few details of management 
with which they were not familiar. 

In the days when boys wero ap- 
prenticed, the same was true of most 
mechanics.- In this era of speclaliz- 
| Ingi the world's -work may .be better 
j done, but it is often by narrower men. 
! Yet there Is always room for tho di- 
! rector of labor, the man who can see 
the relation of every port to the whole. 
Such nun will not come from among 
the boys who want to be well paid for 
tiie smallest amount of work. In this 
country of great enterprises there will, 
for many years, be a great demand for 
I captains of industry. We should be 
able to train them In our own country 
and in our own province. 

This training may begin very young 
and the mother who. teaches her little 
hoys and girls to do their part el

At the smne time, we must not for- 
get that thero Is 110 safeguard for the 
lad like tho love or home. Thero Is a 
growing disposition on the part of 
many parents to allow their boys and 
girls to look for amusement in the city. 
This is n mistake. However innocent 
in themselves such amusements may- 
be, the little boy who is allowed to 
come Into town at night by himself is 
in danger of forming associations which 
are evil. If lie can. be kept at home till 
his habits arc to 301110 extent formed 
and his principles fixed, lie is in Car 
less danger of yielding to temptation 
than if he Is allowed to choose his own 
associates and amusements at too 
early an age. 

Mothers can do much to keep their 
tooys at home at nights. If their sons 
are encouraged to engage in outdoor 
sports and if, as they grow older, they 
can meet their girl and uoy com- 
panions in their own homes and in 
those of the friends oT their parents, 
there' is comparatively little danger 
that they Will want to frequent low re- 
sort's, of whatever kind. The time must 
come when the wisest and tenderest of 
fathers and mothers must trust their 
sons to take care of themselves. But 
they will not be the less able to do this 
because their childhood has been care- 
fully guarded. Tin- mother who allows 
any' work, however important, much 
less any amusement to Interfere with 
her duty to her growing boys and girls, 
is likely to repent it bitterly. 

When we consider the price charged 
for (lowers, both out and potted, it 
does not appear that the florist's busi- 
ness is overdone. The market for 
flowers is a growing one and it would 
seem that whether as owners of gar- 
dens or employees, women ought to 
and pleasant and profitable work in 
them. 

Though at present not many dowers 
are purchased in Victoria homes, ex- 
cept In winter, that will not always 
be the case. Even if we may hope 
that, for a long time to come, most 
homemakers in this city can cultivate 
their own (lower gardens, there Will 
lie in the cities along the coast wo- 
men, not so fortunate, who will be 
glad to buy the roses and violets and 
carnations and chrysanthemums, witli 
the many varieties of spring flowers 
that grow so easily here. 

.Whatever may be said of digging 
and the heavier operations of garden- 
ing, the work of planting and weed- 
ing, training and cultivating, gather- 
ing and arranging, are excellently 
suited to women. The work, how- 
ever, though pleasant, requires special 
qualifications, besides that most es- 
sential one, the love of (lowers. For 
the woman who has these. Victoria 
offers an opportunity not often sur- 
passed.

The 
amount of work - 'the women of the 
household had to do scorned;-, to one 
unaccustomed to it, appalling. And 
|yet the animated' face of the girl 
showed no sign of weariness or worry. 
The secret of the success and happi- 
ness which evidently reigned In the 
home seemed, in part, at least, to. de- 
pend on the capacity for enjoyment 
which was carefully elutlvated. Time 
was taken for • rest -and ■ amusement. 
There were out-of-door games in the 
summer, and In winter work was 
sometimes left behind altogether. It 
is the monotony that too often ac- 
companies both our amusements and 
our work that render both nerve -.des- 
troying, Tlie woman or man, for that 
matter, whose work is never forgot- 
ten will soon- lose, the. capacity to at- 
tain excellence. The lady who spends 
her afternoons In entertaining a host 
Of acquaintances nr in attending 
crowded receptions at the homes of 
her friends dads that at the end of 
tho season she is tired out. The first 
dance is a pure delight to tho young 
girl, but let her attend several every 
week and the pleasure Is gone. In- 
deed, the monotony of so-called 
pleasure becomes even more weary- 
ing than that of work. 

We pity the woman who, in the 
lonely farmhouse spends her days in 
toil and rarely sees a visitor. But If 
such a woman loves her husband and 
children and has an appreciation of 
the beauties of nature and some little 
acquaintance with books, she may be 
happier than the rich woman who 
passes her time lrj a round of engage- 
ments from which custom has taken 
the zest. Even 'amusement may bo- 
come a toil when pursued too con- 
stantly. 

The Rummage Pale to be hold on 
Friday and Saturday by the Anti- 
Tuberculosls Society, promises much 
amusement. 

There will be a miscellaneous col- 
lection of articles from many sources, 
but the ladies will take the greatest 
pains to see that everything is per- 
fectly sanitary and In good order.

Tho provincial government has un- 
dertaken to encourage poultry raising 
by publishing a ■ booklet, "Practical 
Poultry Raising.'.' . The author Is R. 
W.. Hodson, live stock commissioner; 
and ho has been assisted by Mr. A. A. 
Jull, provincial poultry expert. The 
little work Is highly spoken of, Mr. 
Hodson and Air. Jull are practical men 
and have the advantage of knowing 
conditions in the province. Such ad- 
vice and instruction as they can give 
ought to be very valuable' to those 
who intend to engage in this work as 
a means of making a. livelihood. It is j 
agreed that the housekeeper who 
takes the trouble to keep a few chick- j 
en.!, a large part of whose food con- 
sists of scraps left from the tabic, Is 
well paid for her extra labor by the 
fresh eggs always at hand. Hut rais- 
ing poultry for profit is another mat- 
ter. It is^a business which needs ex- 
perience an dintelllgence to conduct , 
successfully. 

The Young Women's Christian As- | 
Sociatioh lias entered upon tin active 
campaign for a new home owned by 
the society. The work of the society ' 
has certainly outgrown its present | 
quarters. The house is not only full, j 
but there have been many more up- ] 
plieants for rooms than could be nc- I 
commodate d. It can be easily seen' 
that this Is unfortunate. While it ja 
very important that visitors should 
have safe, pleasant and ' comfortable, 
rooms to stay in while passing 
through our city it is far more need- : 
fill that young girls working here, 
should find a place where they may 
enjoy all the comforts and safeguards 
of home. In Miss Schol'leld the so- 
ciety has just the woman needed for 
the position, kind and motherly, blit 
at the same time firm and an excellent 
housekeeper. 

Mrs. Dover has during the winter 
had time to understand what the 
duties of a Traveller's Aid are, with- 
out being overburdened witli work. 
She will find plenty to do. however, 
during the coming months. With the 
house already practically full, her 
work will be hampered unless some 
provision is made for more accommo- 
dation. Employers of girls are fir. fl- 
ing that the Y. W. C. A. is an excel- 
lent place to get one from. Tile con- 
stant complaints of the need of com- 
petent help show that this department 
of the work could be greatly enlarged 
as the immigration work done by tha 
Development League, and the provin- 
cial government in Great Britain 
brings more young women to Van- 
couver island. Already parents of 
young girls attending school in town 
have found the advantage: of sending 
them to the Y. AY. C. A., and as the 
city becomes more of an educational 
centre more students will" seek a homo 
where opportunity for quiet can be 
enjoyed, and where careful supervis- 
ion will be exercised over them. 

But enough has been said to show 
that the needs for the Institution ex- 
ists, and that if its work Is to be con- 
tinned a now and larger building must 
be found. The large attendance at the 
annual meeting show that the direct- 
ors-have the support and .sympathy 
of many good people. In most Can- 
adian cities the Young Women's 
Christian Association has a home of 
Its own, and Victoria is quite, well 
able- tor afford one suitable to Its slxo 
and growing importance. But If it Is 
to be built there is need for strong 
and united effort on the part of all 
friends of the institution and public 
spirited citizens. 

Nothing has been said of the religi- 
ous and social side of the work which 
concerns not only strangers, but tho 
daughters of Victoria fathers and 
mothers. For this there lias hitherto 
been but very limited opportunity. A 
well equipped Young Women's Chris- 
tian Association would be an influence 
for good among the young women of 
Victoria, which is much needed.

There can 
scarcely be a good explanation of its 
remaining on this side of the Gulf, for 
there can be absolutely no doubt that 
the championship of the Pacific coast 
at Rugby football has shifted to tho 
capital of the province. If the Cooper- 
Keith cup is emblematic of the coast 
championship and most people have 
understood that is what It represents 
Its destination is Victoria, The is- 
landers have earned possession of the 
trophy and tho right of holding it 
against all comers, among whom they 
are looking forward io numbering the 
Callfornians. Evidently the Caps are 
of the opinion that they can finance 
the trip of the southern men. 

"Apparently the secretary of the! 
Rugby union deems It r.r. opportune 
moment for getting an interpretation 
of the deed of gift.

'ill Be Used as a General 
Freighter for the Company 
and Will Carry Output From 
the Works ) 



The steamer Marmion, an iron and 
steel schooner-rigged steamer with 
machinery aft, lias been purchased 
from the Nobel Company by the Van- 
couver Portland Cement Company of 
Victoria, to carry cement from the 
factory at Tod creek, bring gypsum 
from Alaska and do general freight- 
ing for the company, and is now on 
her way from Glasgow to Victoria. 

The Marmion, which was built at 
Bowling by Scott & Sons, is a vessel 
of 524 tons gross, 9S tons not register, 
listed 100 Al Lloyd's. She is 140 feet 
long between perpendiculars, 24 feet 
beam and 10.5 feet depth of hold and 
11.3 feet moulded depth. She is en- 
gined. with a compound machine which 
develops G50 indicated horsepower, and 
has a speed of between ten and eleven 
knots an hour. Besides her bunker 
coal the steamer has a capacity of 
300 tons of freight and. her- holds are 
sheathed with wood to protect the ear- 
go. Two hatches are provided aft of 
the foc'sle and another hatch forward. 
The Marmion is equipped with steam 
steeling gear, steam windlass, steam 
heating, and is modern in every par- 
ticular. She was sold by the Nobel 
Explosives Company because she was 
too small for their work. The com- 
pany has maintained the vessel in 
good condition and she is in thorough 
shape. She passed Lloyd's highest in- 
spection at Glasgow before leaving for 
Victoria. 

The Vancouver Portland Cement 
Company has heretofore had its out- 
put moved by the small freibhters op- 
erated from this port, the Belfast, 
Trader, Otter and vessels of that type 
and has had its gypsum freighted 
from Douglas Island. With the Mur- 
mion the company will handle its own 
freighting.

OPIUM FOUND IN 

VANCOUVER HARBOR 



Upsetting of Boat Chinese Sought 
to Smugglo Opium From Empress 
Spoils Scheme 

A large parcel of opium found float- 
ing in tlie harbor at Vancouver indi- 
cates the failure of an attempt to land 
the illicit drug from R. M. S. Empress 
of China, which is to leave for the 
Orient tomorrow. There were fifty- 
two cans in two parcels found, and it 
is conjectured that two Chinese were 
nearly drowned by tin: upsetting of a 
small boat close to the white liner 
were there for the purpose of receiving 
the opium. Everything points to the 
cans found having been prepared for 
removal ashore and the capsizing of 
the boat ended the scheme for smug- 
gling a large quantity of opium from 
the ship to replenish the stock In Van- 
couver's Chinatown, 




Three Funnelled Liner to Be 
Taken Out After Overhauling 
on Six-Hour Trip as Test 
of Speed 



When the steamer Princess Char- 
lotte which was taken to Esquimalt 
yesterday to have her tail shaft 
straightened leaves Esquimalt she is 
to be taken out Into the Gulf for a 
six- hour trial run. This will probably 
be Wednesday next. The engineers 
sent out from Scotland, M. Feekney, 
outside representative of the Fairfield 
Shipbuilding and Engineering Com- 
pany, and his associates who' have 
been in the engine room of the three- 
funnel liner for a month having been 
making numerous experiments both 
with regard to fuel and - general work, 
and when the vessel leaves the ways 
they propose to have a six-hour speed 
run". It is probable that the steamer 
will be taken out into the Gulf for 
this purpose, Instead of making the 
run on her regular trip. On Sunday 
the trip from Vancouver was made In 
four hours. The Princess Victoria, 
Which recently completed her overhaul 
at Esquimalt, Is taking the place of 
the Princess Charlotte on the Van- 
couver route. 



COLLIER ON FIRE 



Edward Sewall Puts Into Honolulu 
With Black Diamonds in rcrehold 
Blaz:ng Fiercely 

News comes from Honolulu of the 
arrival there of the American ship 
Edward Sewall with her cargo of coal 
blazing fiercely in the forohold. The 
Sewall, bound from Newport News for 
Honolulu with 5.000 tons of coal for 
the United States navy, was off the 
South American coast when the fire 
was discovered, It resisted all efforts 
to extinguish it, as it had .a good hold 
before being discovered. It burned 
hottest around the foremast, which 
finally buckled and began to dink. 

One day it dropped IS Inches, and as 
It was feared that it might have 
punched a hole in the ship's bottom 
the lifeboats were all taken aft and 
made ready in ease it should become 
necessary to abandon the ship. 

The mast was stayed up as well as 
possible and everything was battened 
down tightly. This served to hold the 
fire in check and the .Sewall reached 
Honolulu with all hands safe and the 
hull water tight.

It, Ik rumored that the Norwegian 
steamer Eir, now completing a' cargo 
of lumber for China at Portland may 
be sent to Java after discharging to

Longships Chartered 

' The British steamship Longships 
has been chartered by the' Robert Dol- 
lar Company to load lumber on Gray's 
Harbor for North China. The Long- 
ships is on the way to San Francisco 
from New York. She will carry 3.000,- 
000 feet of fir. 



Kosmos Liner Discharged 400 
Tons of Freight Brought via 
the Teliuantapec Railroad 
and Atlantic Lines 



Bringing 400 tons of miscellaneous 
cargo which included eyerything from 
railroad iron to whiskey from the 
United Kingdom by way of the Te- 
huantepee railroad the Kosmos line 
steamer Itauri, Captain Vertch, reach- 
ed the outer wharf on Sunday after a 
long passage from Hamburg by way of 
many ports of call on the South Am- 
erican continent. The Kosmos line 
maintains a weekly sailing for the 
ports of South and Central America, 
and every fourth steamer proceeds to 
San Francisco, Puget Sound and Brit- 
ish Columbia. Victoria has lately 
been included in the regular ports of 
call. The German steamers entering 
into the competition for the carrying 
of cargo from Salina Cruz. 

The Itauii left Hamburg 135 days 
ago, and called at more ports than the 
Captain could remember. She had no 
passengers for Victoria, but carried a 
number from Central America and 
Mexico to San Pedro and San Fran- 
clsca. She discharged 850 tons of nit- 
rate at San Pedro, and 500 tons of 
coffee, nitrate and silver ore at San 
Francisco. 

The strife in Nicaragua was not ap- 
parent at Corinto, said Captnln Vertch 
on arrival. What fighting there was, 
and there was considerable, took place 
toward the eastern coast. Corinto was 
full of warships when the Itauri cal- 
led, and the population of the' port 
had been considerably augmented. 
There was a beer famine on board the 
Itauri after the sailors and soldiers of 
fortune had finished their calls on the 
German steamer. Nicaragua is bub- 
bling over with soldiers of fortune, 
said Captain Vertch, hundreds of Am- 
ericans fighting witli the rebel forces 
us mercena; ios. - 

The coffee trade Is good this year, 
but not profitable' to the steamship 
lines owing to the big cuts in freight 
rates which have been made. Where 
sixty and seventy shillings was paid 
last year nineteen and twenty is being 
paid this season. There is a rate war 
on concerning northbound business. 

At Ocos the steamer Sesostris of 
the Kosmos line wrecked a few years 
ago was seen standing erect in the 
sand as though she was in the cradle 
of a dock. The steamer Is Intact, and 
her engines are being kept up. If a 
canal were dredged. through the sand 
the steamer could be , recovered, but 
the cost would be excessive. It was 
suggested some time that the steamer 
be used as a ' coffee warehouse, and 
proposals were made for the use of 
machinery for the purpose of supply- 
ing power for electric light at Ocos. 

The Itauri Is a , fine two-masted 
steamer. She is named after an 
Egyptan princess of the days of Phar- 
oah. After completing discharging 
cargo at the outer wharf she proceeded 
to Vancouver on Sunday evening. 

Opium on Minnesota. 

A big seizure of opium lias been 
made at Seattle on the steamer Min- 
nesota. Customs officers discovered 
95 5-tael tins, about fifty pounds. It 
Is considered that this would have 
been worth $2,000 landed at Seattle. 



Crusader Wrecked 
The British steamer Crusader, which 
one time brought raw sugar from Java 
for the B. C. Sugar Refinery, and has 
visited this port several times, bound 
from New York for Manila, is report- 
ed ashore on Bird island. All hands 
are safe. Part of the crew has landed 
at Port Elizabeth. The captain re- 
ports the steamer's decks under 
water, and believes the vessel will bo 
a total loss. Assistance has been 
sent. 



A Japanese "schoolboy" who for- 
merly worked for a Tacoma man, 
went away to go to sea, and he has 
written a uuiquo letter regarding his 
experiences to his former employer. 
It reads: "I have just arrived from 
Australia in great safety after nlnety.- 
three days upon the most largo and 
well liking ocean voyage. These long 
trips from your city took mo- about 
seven months from you sliice I left 
America to learn the sailing of the 
ocean before the ship of masts. It 
was my first time to go on such a 
limitless water and when I got tired 
out from the strangeness of our work 
I had a warning from our captain 
about my sailing services because I 
did not know most nothing of the 
sailing parts or attention to the ves- 
sels when journeying to the ports. 
But now I understand all most of 
them and then it made me happy to 
go to sail on the ocean sea over again. 
Indeed, sailing to the sea we must 
have very much. 

"Of one thing in ships before the 
mast wo must havo very much caro 
about is our provisions and sales, as 
you know. If our provisions are to 
have exhaust, themselves In the a'mld 
of the big sea, Iiotv are we living on'.' 
We shall die. Then we need to learn 
careful of them to be and so we did to. 

"When I first started to sea first 
hard thing to hurt mo was my sea 
sick when the vesslll rolled. It made 
me some like senseless so I can't eat 
and work good. But they did not care 
for me because If they took care of me 
they can't do their busin«ss, then I 
had to keep to my work for nobody to 
help me or work instead of me. So I 
got a big iron hand stick on my head 
for sailing on the ocean, but I will 
never qultt going to the sea. Rather 
I like it now."

The first time she relloat- 
ed with assistance from a Russian 
government boat, and after the second 
stranding the tug Haldamak got her 
off, and she is now in port at Nikol- 
aieff. Another vessel in trouble near 
there is the Newcastle steamer City, 
which stranded on Odessa Bank, but 
got off without assistance. She lias on 
board a cargo of iron, and has been 
undergoing repairs to her rudder 
frame at Nikolaieff.

Sic Transit, Etc. 

The old square-rigged ship Ger- 
mania may bo burned for the old iron 
there is in her. The vessel is now at 
San Francisco. Up to a few years ago 
she was a square-rigged sailing ves- 
sel with a great record, though the 
vessel was as blunt-nosed and tin- 
wieldly in appearance as a scow. For 
exactly half n. jentury the ship plow- 
ed the main, with never an accident, 
and on one occasion, when passengers 
went, in wind-jammers, made the run 
from Europe to New York In seven- 
teen <lays, which oven in this day 
would be considered "going some." 
But early this century at San Fran- 
cisco, the Germania. was condemned, 
though her hull was still solid, and 
she was sold and converted Into a 
coal barge. Now the old hulk Is to be 
sold by the Pacific Coast Coal Com- 
pany, and there are prospective buyers 
who figure on burning the vessel for 
tlx brass spikes and other fittings It 
contains. 



New Sound Company. 

A new steamship company is being 
formed at Seattle, known as the Wash- 
ington Steamship company, with a ca- 
pital stock of S 100.000, subscribed by 
men in New York and Texas. The 
company will operate excursion 
steamers on Puget Sound and has un- 
der construction the steamships II. J. 
Corcoran or San Francisco, a passen- 
ger boat 210 feet long and 32 feet 
beam, with capacity for 1,000 persons, 
and the Charles; K. Spelicor. of Port- 
land. 181 feet loiig and 31 feet beam, 
carrying 700 persons. The Bailey 
Gatzert of Portland, a sternwheeler re- 
cently rebuilt, with a capacity for S00 
persons, may also bo secured. One or 
all will be used in running family ex- 
cursions to East Sound, Orcas Island, 
Hoods Canal, Bellingham, Olympia, the 
navy yard, and other points of Interest* 

Two submarine vessels for the 
United States nnvy an; under con- 
struction at the, Moian yards at Se- 
attle, behind high palisades which keep 
them from view even of the other em- 
ployees of the y ird. The submarines 
are cigar-shaped and have a length of 
150 feet, with a beam amidships of 15 
feet and a depth ,at the same place of 
1G feet. The displacement of the 
craft Is 400 tons. Electricity is to be 
the motive power for the vessels when 
submerged, and tney are propelled by 
twin screws. At tiio present time the 
vessels are nearly one-half finished. 
On the deck of each will be attached 
a superstructure to be used as a 
bridge by the officers and men when 
the vessel Is at Che surface of the 
water, and with this superstructure in- 
stalled and the engines and motors in 
place, and the torpedo tube ready, the 
vessels will ho in ishape for launching. 



The Norwegian ship Nordstjernen, 
Capt. Bjaardstal, from Bellinghum for 
Liverpool, which sailed from the 
Sound December 17, put into Valpa- 
raiso in distress on Sunday. The ves- 
sel is reported to be strained and 
leaking, and will discharge cargo so 
that she can dry dock for survey. The 
Nordstjernen is of German construc- 
tion, having been launched at Bremen 
in 1SSS, was formerly the R. C. Rick- 
hiers. 

The Nordstjernan left the Sound 
shortly after the schooner Susie M. 
Plummer, which Mas wrecked, and 
there was hope that the Plumrher's 
missing crew might have been picked 
up by the Norwegian vessel. With 
every arrival out of vessels which 
loaded and left the Sound about the 
same time as the Plummer, the hope 
for the safely of the Plunimer's crew 
grows less. Shipping men fear that 
the lifeboat washed up recently on 
Vancouver island is a part of the 
wreckage from the Plummer. 

Two Crews Ar.; Missing 

The Nordstjernan must have also 
been somcwhore In the vicinity of ilie 
wrecked German ship Parnassos, 
which Is believed to have been lost 
shortly after leaving the Columbia 
river witli wheat for the United King- 
dom, and it was thought she might 
havo picked up the crew of the Par- 
nassos. The schooner Polaris, which 
recently arrived at Port Pirle from 
Tacoma, reported having sighted the 
Parnassos on her beam ends off Qulll- 
ayute river December 1G. The crew 
of both tho Susie Plummer and Par- 
nassos evidently took to their life 
boats and neither have been heard 
from since. 

There are two remote chances re- 
maining, since the Nordstjernan re- 
ports without tlie crew of the Plum- 
mer. One of these is the French bark 
Le Pllier, which left this port in No- 
vember, and the other is the British 
bark Forteviot, from this port No- 
vember 30. The Forteviot passed out 
at tho Cape December 1 and the Plum- 
\ mer left December 5. The last two 
chances are so remote that hope for 
the safety of the Plunimer's crew has 
been about abandoned. During Feb- 
ruary eight or ten sailing vessels 
which left tho Sound shortly after the 
Plummer havo been reported arriving 
at off-shore ports, but without news 
of tlie missing sailors. 

But not all the craft which may havo 
brought rescue to tho men In the small 
,boat from the Plummer are yet in 
port.

Large ami aggressive accumulation 
and rapidly rising prices hi U. S. Steel 
and Union Pacific had a sentimental ef- 
fect on the whole list, and overruled all 
other considerations.' 'flic movement of 
steel suggested the resumption of mar- 
ket operations by the same organization 
which conducted tin.- brilliant campaign 
in that stock last year. 

Reports of a revived demand for fin- 
ished products of steel, .specially struc- 
tural material used in the improvement 
of manufacturing plants, and tho pros- 
pective demand from railroads suggest- 
ed by the supply of resources secured 
by bond issues underlay the strength 
of Steel.
